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Directions for Erecting Hartman Steel Picket Fence. 

1st. Drive Corner and End Posts, then mark off the ground between them so as to get the other posts in line. 

2nd. Dnve the Gate Posts: In placing the posts for Single Gates leave space 5 inches wider than gate to allow 
for hinges and latch, for Double Gate leave 9 inches extra space. Be careful to attach hinges and latch 
to posts before fastening the fence to them. 

3rd. Drive Line Posts, placing them 8 to 10 feet apart, having rib that is punched facing out. Always drive 
posts perpendicular and to proper depth so the fence will clear the ground by about an inch, be careful 
to get Posts in line and to diive the anchors parallel with Fence, fasten anchors to ornamental posts with 
set screw. Remove Ornaments and Top Loops from posts while being driven. 

4th. The Top Kail is to be screwed together until it is long e nough to extend from one Ornamental Post to 
another, cut it off if necessary to make an exact fit, attach it to line posts by passing through the loops 
and the ends fit over the arms on ornaments as shown on page 16. In cutting the Rail allow i\ inches 
for each Gate or Corner Post. Now hang the Gates. 

5th. Stretch the Pence on frame work thus formed as follows, using an ordinary wire stretcher. Fasten all the 
cables to the farthest End Post with hook bolts, being careful to get picket nearest the post perpendicular 
with it; carry the Fence to the next corner Posts, stretch the middle cable first then alternately those 
above and below until all are stretched and fastened tightly to post with hook bolts, being careful while 
doing this to keep the pickets perpendicular, then go to next corner or End Post and fasten in same way, 
cutting off cables neatly at the ends. Fasten Top Cable to Rail bypassing wire nails through the holes, 
hooking them over the cable and hammering down. Attach Cables to Line Posts by wires twisted 
through the holes and fence is complete. Keep the posts perpendicular and it makes no difference how 
hilly the ground. Field r ence needs no Top Rail when stretched upon our Steel Field Posts. Either 
our Lawn or Field Fence can be put up with Wood Posts. If the former a 2x4 Wood Top Rail should 
be used.

C V. RILEY, U. S. Entomologist, in bulletin No. 10, says regarding them : 

"A small box elder, with a trunk of about four inches in diameter, had been enclosed by the usual form of 
a wooden tree box. This was removed, and the inside of the box and the collected rubbish in it was carefully 
investigated by one of our assistants, Mr. Otto Lugger. This is the result : 'Seventy-four cocoons of H. cunea, 
forty-three egg masses of Orgyia Lencastigma ; four cocoons of Acronycta Americana, and one pupa of Dante 
rubscunda, besides innumerable old and empty pupal skins of these and other insects.' It is to be added in this 
connection that the tree grew in a park in Baltimore, and was not as badly infested as trees in Washington. A 
young tree in a tree box ought to be firmly fastened at the top to all sides of the box by means of flexible bands. 
In this manner a high wind would be prevented from producing any friction of the trunk or branches against the 
edges of the box. The shelter afforded by the wooden tree boxes is in my judgment, the prime reason why the 
web worm has become such a great nuisance in Washington."
